REMARKS 

Applicants provide the following remarks for the Examiner's consideration. 
JPA1 1-348371 (the '"371 document"), which is cited herein, discloses that a computer 
receives a finisher ID attached to a printer to determine a bookbinding mode. The '371 
document further discloses a first bookbinding mode, which binds printed sheets with 
double-side printing, and a second bookbinding mode, which binds printed sheets by 
folding a printed sheet with single-side printing to staple an opposite side of the folded 
side. 



Applicants respectfully submit that at least the following features recited in 
illustrative apparatus Claim 1 are not disclosed in the '371 document: 

(1) Side-order setting information designating whether a print side 
to be printed prior is an inner side or outer side of a print sheet by a folding 
process; and, 

(2) Sheet-order setting information designating whether the print 
sheet to be printed prior is an outmost side sheet or innermost side sheet by 
the folding process. 

Independent Claim 10 is a method claim and independent Claim 19 is a program 
product claim, each of which has been formulated on the basis of Claim 1. Accordingly, it 
is respectfully submitted that the '371 document does not disclose the features recited in 
these claims. 

Further, Applicants also respectfully submit that at least the following features 
recited in independent Claim 6 are not disclosed in the '371 document: 

Controlling a layout of each page to arrange pages in consecutive 
page numbers for each batch document; and, 

Controlling an order of transmission of print data by each batch document. 
Independent Claim 1 5 is a method claim and independent Claim 24 is a program 
product claim, each of which has been formulated on the basis of Claim 6. Accordingly, it 
is respectfully submitted that the '371 document also does not disclose the features recited 
in these claims. 

In view of the foregoing, it is also respectfully submitted that all of the independent 
claims are allowable over the '371 document. 
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CONCLUSION

the Rules have been satisfied.
